that firft.vfurpe , and breaking through the lawés.of 
Nature, -ftriue to fer, downe. their. owne ‘reaches. of 
Here ALadame \ had, it beeneimyour power; you 
fhould haue framed that fecond way of peate,ftudying 
tokeepe him, from cuill;, whofe-corruption could not 
be without misfortune to you. ;Foerthereis no man,but 
“doth firft fall from his duties, to himfelfbeforehe can 
fall away from his duty. to others...

Thewayes.to this Refpeé, and Reuerence (as thad- 
dowes .to theybodies of worth), are placed notin the 
Senfe, but Vaderftanding; where theyftand vpon dis 
verfe. degrees, and ftrengths of Reafon, not to beappro- 
ched. with, the. flattering familiarity of inferior hu- 
mours’s-as hauing no affinity with, defire, and. remorfes 
high, or low eftates: Whence we fee Kings fometimes 
recelue them. not.from their. Vaffals, -but rather pay 
themas-tributes to,them. In. this myftery lies hidden 
that which fome call (applying it,to matters of Eftate) 
the Art of Gouernment.s, others the Art of men ; whereby 
Equality 1s madewnequall, and:freedome broughe ine 
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to fubie@ion. Example all SoueraigneEftates com 
manding ouer other men, borne as free as their Rulers; 
and thofe Soueraignes ruled againe, by the aduantage 
ofworth in their inferiors, | 
- Intothis fuperiority ( Woble Lady) it feemies, your 
Husband hath ftept before you, not by any counfell of 
Worth, which with a naturall motion drawes refpe& 
and reuerence vpwatd ; butbyacrafty obferuing the 
weakeneffe of men,wherewith men are beftacquainted? 
For as our defires are more vntemperately earneft than 
Womens ; fo are ourrepentances more ftrange, and 
eafily inclined to change, if not to loathing. Ofwhich 
forbidden cree when the aftetions haue once tafted, pre- 
fently, asin the Brazen age, naked Ewe muft hide her 
fhame, fowe that fhewill reape, and no more enioy the 
full meafures of reciprocall loue, but be ftinted with

Here diuifion drawes out her vnreconéiled Pa- 
ralels, tomake the vnity of man andwife, to become 
lefle one; and then it followes, that they which yeeld 
moft doe not command moft, as before in the lawes of 
naturall affection: but contrarywife, they that giue, 
enrich them thattake, they that loue muft fuffer, and 
the beft is {ure to be worft vs'd.

to giue in evidence of fecret deformity. No Madi, 
This silkin way for thofe fingle, and fimple {pirits,who 
foolifh, and. ignorant: in. euill, thinke the’ paflage 
to it hard, if not impoffible, .or when they idly flip, 
doe yet recouer, with a regenerate induftry ; not -ioying, 
as thofe other vagabond foules, after they hauede- 
ceiued themfelues, to ftray abroad, and deceiueo- 
thers. oe : | 4 t) 
This is.a generall defcriptionof the fall of Mindes; 
wherein there is notwithftanding an Infancie, and a 
Mans eftate;becaufe as eafic as the euillis, yet no man 
growes by and by toher extremities. Befides, there:are de- 
grees,and differences,according to the ftate,frame, and 
mixture of Humours in the body : fome inclin’d to 
one frailty, fome to another , fome languifhing, fome 
vidlent ; fome proper to ages, fortunes, times, with 
fuch expetations as are in particulars vnder all vni- 
vérfall rules; 
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® you were, and where youare; thererefts nowa 
“— . confideration of the limited authoritiesof a Hut 
band,and the priuiledges ofa Wifes vpon which Iwill 
not ftand long: Becaufe you-poore Wiues doe imthar; 
runne a common fortune with thofe Eftates; which b 
vfurpation of time; or violence, haue nothing teftof 
their former Conquefts,or greatneffe, burfame, and 
ruines .Soas I will notvainely ‘trauaile to winne that 
againe, which corruption , and confufion haue won of 
you,and the truth ; but onely make mention of their 
names,or natures in pafling ; as they ferue to-your ends’ 
and open thofe other three wayes,, which in the falne 
eftate, wherein you ftand, offer themfelves to your ad- 
vantage. The firft is to mend him: the fecond, to mafter 
bothhiseuill,and»his eftate: the third, to pleafe him: 
Vnto amends (Miracles being aboue our power ) thereis 
required either the authority of credit, or faxor.> For 
credit,how youfhould haue any by the truth ; where ic 
hath none, your owne Wifedome:can anfwere you ; 
and that it hath none,his faults to,himfelfe, and you; 
are pregnant witnefles. VVhatlittle fazer youhaue, if 
wou repeate the {tory of his life to your felfe, ic willbe 
manifeft .For firft (you know) his deuotion,$¢ affe@tion, 
are long fince carryed from you to his agifireffe; by 
which reuerend name mer commonly call thofe, 
whom they meane, by corrupting , to make their fer- 
wants. And though thee, either out of craft,or cold: 
neffe,deny him the enioying of her body.; yetis that 
no aduantage to you: To him itis the Art ofhis ruine, 
For vnfurisfied defire os too earneft for counfell; too confideng 
for miflrufl,too omnipotent for rcmorfe. So as, tight like 
the poéticall image of Phaéton, it inflameth the whole 
Horizonof Mans nature with irregular, and difpropors 
tion’d motions.: WV hat wonderfull effects thofe enti 
fing denials haue wrought, thereare records in every 


Age; 
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S Ince. therefore in this Glaffe you may fee where 
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Age. The fame Poéts make, in the chaftity of D jana, 
Endymion our example. Hippolyeus,with his conftant re- 
fufallof Phedyra, and his deuotion to Phebe, a Martyr. 
The fable of Lxion, where inftead of Sano he embrac’da 
cloud, begetting monfters in ftrong imagination; with 
many moe. All which doe but expreffe, how farre orea- 
terwonder we ftandin of this well-difeuifed afhes, yout 
fleth, while the wheeles of defire arewoond vp, than 
when they are run out with enioying. For in this craf- 
ty forge are framed wanton modefty, entifing fhame- 
fac'dnefle, faint reproofes, withwhat other charmes {o- 
euer are fit to ftirre vp the blindneffe of our Selfe-loue, 
or Pitty, ar 
But methinkes (Noble Lady) I euen now fee your face 
bluth, while your thoughts tell me, that your Lords af- 
fections hane fo many vents, as there is no danger dt 
breaking the veflell with fulneffe , nor yet of mul- 
tiplying devotion, by reftraint. It is true, that Liberty 
difperferk, and fo makes the ftreames of fantafie leffe vi- 
olent : Notwithftanding, Dotage is an vafcrutable depth, 
it puts feales to blancks, makes contradiGories true, 
and fees all thingsinthe fuperlatiue degree. To be 
fhort, it is a profpe& into the £ and of Ignorance ; which 
(they fay ) no mancan defcribe, but he that is paft it. 
Nay,it is {uch a kinde of enchantment, as makes the ea- 
fineffe of others endeere her bewitching refufalls , fa- 
tiety, which iudgeth with feome, yet honours her ; Z7- 
polfible being no more able to qualifie defire,than /utrea- 
zy is to reuiue it. Soas you being already bankrupt in 
his fauour, in this courle of amends, I willonely aduife 
you to pray,if your faith ferue: or if youwill goe farther; 
{ muft bring againft you the fatall doomes of Sifyphus, 
towling the ftone; Belides filling the fieue ; withthe 
Pocts phrafes of catching the wind, ploughing the Seas, and 
fuch like Metaphoricall Hyperboles jas defcribing infinite, 
andimpoffible, lay them to your charge. Therefore 
(worthy Lady). remember eA/op ; feeke not your Husband 
again{t the ftreame, vntill he be dead. 
To Mafterhis mind, whichis the fecond way , hath 
yet 
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yet in the fore-front fome more poffibilitie. For the 
evill is malitious,and yet fubiet , changing , becaufe im. 
perfection cannot fland alone *, amorous, for that every 
thing feemes lonely , compared with the deformitie of exillit 
felfe. Butit may pleafe you to remember, that Iacon- 
fiancy hath fo ftrong awall of craft aboutit, as it is 
hard by fophiftication of Wit; to mafter the ex- 
perience of euill: it being old borne with-vs, and ac- 
quainted with euery corner, accefle and recefle of our 
mindes. Befides,it comes not into the nature of man 
with cleare,and openeuidence, as true theirs doe; but 
as V{urpers, whofe vnderminings are hardly tobee 
feene, while they may be preuented ; and when they 
are feene, beyond care,orcontention. For the being 
of ¢ mlt being nothing, but onely a deprining of the good, 
and. rhe captiuing of our free-will-lights to the workes of dark- 
neffe ; it muft needs come to paffe, that when her con- 
quering venimes are once diftilled through allour po- 
wers,and wee won with our felues , that there can bee 
no thought within vs to heare,or entreat ; and without 
vs, though Authority may cut off the infeGion of il} 
Example from others,yet can it no more take away the 
Diuels part in vs, than call vp the dead. Out of which 
Tconclude: whatfoeuer cannot be mended (without Au- 
thority ) cannot beruled. : 
. Now if you will examine the preeminences of a

_ Soas contention with Superiors is butithatwhich the 
Poets figure inthe fableof Anteus wreftling' with Her.

of ftrength by falling to it. This earth of youreftate sis 
Pattence,and, Humility ,aboue whichwhat light defire, 
or offence foener doth lift you, lifts you aboue the pri- 
uiledges ofa Wife,and with more harme,and loffe,will 
at the laft make you fall,to vnderftarid your own eftate!

For it 
is moft truethat Ages, and Sexes haue theit difting 
Lawes; foas the fame is not the fame in both, but di- 
uerfe; as the Wife man faith Vertues be in men, 8 wo- 
men. Our fame lying in hazard, armies,bloud ; theirs 
in filence, modeftie, reftraint : Our Reputations not 
eafily fhaken, and many wayes repaired ; theirs, like 
Glaffe,by and by broken,and impoffible to bee healed. 
Since therefore yourowne Genius, Honor,and Impofii- 
bilitie, dovall oppofe againft this aduentrous pratife; 
let vs leaue it; and conelude with’ the Poét,thae 
who fowill the Denils AMafter bee, 
Musthaueamind more mifchiexous tharbe: ~ 
.o The laf. point , ‘which is to pleafe, hath im 'ita 
face bothof Diuine;: andhumane Duty ; poffibilitie 
in the cenfure of rumour,that fpeakes moft,and knows 
leaft.

Now A¢adame\ by the ill example, and dangerous 
confequence in thefe mifgouern’d Courts of Princes, 
you may comparatiuely fee what fuch by-wayes will 
worke ina priuate family: Faults hauing there no par- 
ple to couer them, nor yet greathopes to excufe errors. 
So that, the ends, and inftruments, being both of ne- 
ceffity bafe; and neither with Vertue, nor Fortune re- 
deem'd from the fcorne of feruile vices; it muft needs 
be with them, as with the finkes, and veffels of difho- 
nour, which they that vfe are afham’d to haue appeare: 
Befides, the reproch will be greater inmeane eftates ;

And whether 
fhe will, in this falfe glafle of Dotage, difcouer your 
fall of fpirit, and fo teach himto be more ab folute, it

“ be vfed in building vpon it. Moreouer, this is one

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as tobe weary. Noxelties (like inftants) come,and pafles 
that which we defire proues like to that we haue en- 
ioy'd; the faire deceiues, and the varafled is onely plea- 
fing.

Through this falfe'Paradife! ( woble Lady) wemiut 
therefore'pafle, as Plyffes did bythe enchanteddefarts 
of Circe; {topping our eares, and clofing our eyes; left 
our rebellious fenfes;asapt to flatterjas to be flattered, 
chance to take part with the diuverfity of beguiling‘ob- 
ie&s ,and fo lead ourmifty vnderftandings* captine to. 
perdition. The company of riyffes (like multitudes 
ftrange.in fenfe, andweake in reafon) ‘by making loue 
to their owne harme,, were with open eatesy and eyes, 
transformed into fundry thapes of-beafts:: the-Pocts 
figuring to. vs, in them; the diuerfe deformities of 
bewitching frailzies, wherewith for lacke of diuine Grace, . 
or humane Caution,they get power to enfnarevs. And 
in this captiuity,letno Ignorance feem toexciife Mane 
kinde ; fince the light of truth is ttill neere vs 5 theremp- 
ser, and accufer at {uch continuall warre within vs ; the 


Lawes that guide, fo good for them that obeys and'the 


* firft fhape of éuery finne fo vgly, as whofoeuerdoes 
* but what he knowes, ' or forbeares what he doubts; 
thal eafily follow Nature vnto Grace: and ifhe in'that 
way obtaine not the righteoufneffe-of evernity, yet ‘fhall 
he purchafe the Worlds time,-and eternity,’ by saorall 
fame. For Obedience; notcu 
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in earthly. things is the moft acceptable facrifice of man- 
kind.  Becaufe this inherent tribute of Nature vnro 
Power (likeareuealed light of vniuerfall Grace:) 
refines Mans reafon, retifies his will, turnes: his inda- 
firies,and learnings inward againe whence they came; 
joynes words with things, and reduceth both ofthem 
totheirfirftbeings, Loconclude,this is that inward 
fabricke, by which we doewhat we thinke,and {peake 
what wee doe. . | | 
“Now Jfadame | In, this‘ndrrow path, your helps, 
both againft inward affaults , and outward temptati- 
ons, muft be thofe moderate fweet humours which I 
haue knowne to beein you., and fome of yours. This 
Moderation of defires being a farre freer, and. furet 
way,than the fatisfying of them can bee 5 Repentance 
following the one,and Peace the other; the onecourfe 
making Nature go as well too faft backe,as forwards ; 
and fo muft confequently offend, others with that 
which firftoffended themfelues:where thefe moderate 
AffeGions doe with anaturall Harmony pleafe them- 
felues,and then muft net the Ayre of that vntroubled 
world naturally yeeld peace to ¢euery creature that 
‘breathes inor about it? Befides,this Moderatio brings 
‘forth few defires; ftrong humblenes to pay, the tributes 
“of Power,Patience, as an armour.againft oppreffion, 
Truth.as a facrifice: whereby the World which gives 
but what it hath ; and the euill of others, thatdefires 
to oppreffe,or infe& ; canthe hardlier findé meanes to 
trouble them, or colour why they fhould ftudy to-doe 
it, My counfell is therefore 44adame! that youen- 
sich your felfe vpon your owne ftocke; not looking 
outwardly; but inwardly for the fruit of true Peace, 
whofe rootes arethere’,; and all outward things but 
ornaments,or branches,which: apart ther fiveet fruits 
with the humble {pirit of others. 3 
Yet Noble Lady! becaufe you. area ¥V 
Wife. and by the Lawes of both thefect 
fome meafure ordain’d toliueynder meane, and fu 
preame authority: my intent ts not, while I perfwade 
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° e st : e ) 
you from the captious Labyrinth of prasife 5 toleaue 
you without fuch reafonable latitudes, as Paflengers 








haue in their trauailes , whowhen they cannot clime 
ouet {teepe mountaines; find means to go about them, 
and fo by length cut away the danger, or po Mibilitie of 
precipitation. Inwhich courfe Madam! becaufe pre- 
fidents are efleemed the beft guides for humane ignorance to 
follow ; Iwill firft lay before you the Opinions of wor. 
thy men, borne vnder Tyrants, and bound to obey, 
though they could not pleafe; the comparifonhol. 
ding in fome affinity betweenea Wifes fubie@ion to 
her Husband, anda Subie@s obedience to his Soue- | 
raigne. Brutwswould leaue nothing in his mind feare- 
full to Power, nor in his fortune exorbitantly tobe co- 
ueted ; as refolute either to be fafe by Innocencie, or 
Contempt ; orif both failed yet to haue extremirie 2 
warrant agsinft extremities. Some haue thought the way 
of fecurity to be in oe under landing the abftrufe conr- 
fes of Power. Others aduife vs ( with the Afoone ) to 
acknowledge all our light tothe sunme. Somewould 
haue vs imitate the spheres,who carried about with the 
violent courfe of the firff Afoner , doe yet ftealeon in 
their zeturalfwhich flow,and vnfenfible motion 3 with 
many of like nature,which I forbeate to number, in re- 
Ipe& that xo an can gouern his life wholly by precepes: Hu- 
“mane Wifedome it felfe varying with circumftance 
“ of occafion,place,time,and nature; and fo neither the 
“ fame inall things,nor ftill the fame inany,.

1 Herefore Atadam ! left you fhould thinke I 
would foolifhly conclude the flare of all minds 
in the aphorifmes.of a few - Iwill leaue this bon- 

dage of precepts,to walke ina larger field;and through 

anvaproper comparifon of Diuine, and Humane po- 
wer together, fhew you by Humility a way into the 
one ; and by difcreet Conftancy a paflage out of the 
other. Forasthe two Agshors differ in the difpropor- 

tion 
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tion of infinite good , and finite evil ; fo doe their wor- 

kings within vs. The one makes faith awifedome ; 

the other infidelitie a freedome : the one giuing abili- 

tie to walke ouer thedeepe fea of Gods Commande- 

ments,which while they feeme impofible proue eafie; 
the otherdrowning weake faith in the fhallow dewes 
of miftruft,vanity,felfeneffe, and {uch other irregular 

humours, aswhilethey feeme eafie proue impoflible : 

my intent being,by this Mappe, Woble Lady! tomake 

you affraid of trufting your peace ina leaking fhip of 
humane Power, and Affections. Becaufeall things 

thereare fo gouern’d by the. two falfe rudders of hope 
and feare,as though (like the boat of Charon)they refufe 

no paffinger,yet carry they none ouer either into Reft, 

or Honour. Inexample of Diuine power; when God 

led the children of Jfrael out of bondage into the land 

of promife, to witneffe his Omnipotencie, he vfed the 

miracle of cloud and pillar, one to lighten darkenefle, 
the other to fhadow the-beames of glory : which 
“ two fignes the people of God had reafon to adore ; 
“ fince it is credible that hee who created the worl.’ 
“ fhould be in louewith his worke; and confequent- 
“ Jy hee not curious to deceiue, in whofe power it was 
“ rocreate,maintaine,and deftroy. Befides to giue all, 
“ and take nothing, proceeds of an vncaufed good- 
“ neffeand foneceffatily of an vnabufing. 


The Princes of the earth haue two like enfignes ; 


viz. Feareand Hope: the pretence of the one,to awake 
our dull f{pirits out of the idle fleepes of ignorance to 
ferue the ends of aStiue fpirits ; the other,to keepe the 
exorbitant defires of multitudes vnder the feruice, and 
cautious of fupreme Will. Of thefe humane clouds, 
and pillars we haue more seafon tobe iealous, Firft, 
in re{pe & that whatfoeuer is created, is affraid of dif- 
folution,and fo in'loue with it felfe. Then becaufe wee 
know, that as many Riuers muft lofe their names, to 
make vp one Sea: fo Abfoluteneffe muft winne, and 
keepe aboue, with the loffe of all, or at leaft many 


branches of vniuerfall Freedome: And therefore the 
fo De Fox 
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Fox did not conclude am iffe,;when he faw his fellowes 
{teps march towards the Lions denne, and none return, 
Nos hee vefligia terrent. But more clearly ‘to difcerne 
thefe gilt,or painted fetters, from a true golden free- 
dome,let vs examine the {pecious wifedomes of mans 
abjolute Gonernements : and for themoft part wee thall 
find them to maintaine that which is ftollen by craft 5 
viurpations by might ; and for a further enlargement 
of their narrow foundations, to ftroake vs with our 
owne-—hands, threaten vs with our owne {trengths, 
and reward vs with the {poyles of our owne for- 
tunes. 

Yea, fo much they abhorre equality from whence 
they came,as they clime ouerLaw,Religion,and Truth, 
to keepe more and mote aboue that {weet orbe of hu- 
mane, and equall peafing Lawes. Iftheneuen the Cos 
ward, and foolith f pirits doe feele enough toacknow-« 
ledge this ;, ofwhat hauewe more caufe to be iealous, 
than of thefe two cloudy pillars Hope, and Feare? Since 
by no other racke can the Nature ofmanbe more high~ 
ly improued to the aduantage of Power, and difaduan- 
tage of hisnatiue freedome : the one bewitching; the 
other amazing ws, the one maftering the ftrength of 
Humber with a multitude of {cattered defires, the other 
entifing, or forcing vs-to giue away our rights for feare 
to lofe them : both (as they fay of Efaps dogge) making 
vs forfake the rrve leh, to catch at the reflexion of 
fbaddowes. So thatthe bet courfe for vs inferiors is a 
neither (like little children) to play away ourtimes 
with the babies which we, our felués haue madeés nor 
yet to feare the Antickes of ourowne painting ; fince 
we lend thehornes, andnayles which make them vely, 
but rather to fuppreffe defire;and affe@ions within our 
felues, by which we thall wither Hope, and Feare (two 
crafty [pies of Power ) giving, intelligence what may be 
forced within vs, hereby to enhaunfe the tributes. of 
Tyranny, till it haue drawne vp our browes-after our 
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iweat, and giuen lawes. to thirfty as. well as drinking. 
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I herefore A¢adame ! vntill the fmait of fenfe haué fo ve. 
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nited will and vnderftanding, as all men in like for- 
tunes may haue like ends; till the beafts beginne to 


know their trengths, the vnwritten lawes blot out the - 


written ; and the temporall ceafe vnder the eternal ; 

there is neither in yours, nor in any other fubiection, a- 
ny erwepeace to be gotten by truft of Saperiors'; nor ho- 

nour by firifeagain{t them. WWhence may I not demon- 

ftratiuely conclude, that wakefull Power muft needs winhe 
of allinferiors:, who:frineor venture to win of it $ 

- Now 4tadame! when Nature in her vaiuerfall know- 
ledge forefaw this diftreffe, or taxe, like to fall vpon 
her freedomie: fhe, which is no ftep-mother to any of 
hers, ftraightwaies gaue Honour more wings than one; 
to the end, thofe which cannot haue it incommanding, 
might haue it in obeying 5. and. thofe that want power 
to doe nobly, may yet finde latitudes to /uffer nobly in. 
Out of this came the Wife-mans words, deliuered vnto 
vs from the trauailes of his minde:. That there are times 
to vest, and times to labour, Timesto be well, and times to be 


ficke 5 times to hope, and times tovnbope, oc. In which vn- 


hoping time you mutt refolue to finde your felfe, and 
by counfell ofthe |'Wifdome limit all vnquietnefle of 
defires; left they being vnfeafonable, adde fhame to 
your other misfortunes. Let nothing therefore make 
you hope, where an ecclipfé of many humours hath 
darkned your Sunne. Truft not, for valonelineffe, and 
vnworthineffe are ener vnfafe.. Venturenot; for befides 


that this fortune is init felfe misfortune, Power being: . 


too hard forrighr, the very Multitude, who iudge of 
“ actions by the whorifh condu& of effeas, will by 
and by cenfure them thar vndertake, ‘and profper not, 
either vainely to hane fixed impoffible ends to them- 
felues, or foolifhly neglefted the meanes. : and from 
thefe grounds ecuer conclude aduerfity in the wrong, 
and: profperity in the right. If your Ladyfbip defire 
“ areafonofthiserror, itis; becaufe Mens common 
* indgements vpon common fame, neither will, norins 
© deed can, well examine the different conftellation 
“ betwéene your Husbands nature, and yours; -your 
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“ merits, his demerits : butwill infallibly fticke fat in 
“ the skinne, and outfide of eftates, preeminences, and 
“ authorities ; iudging well of that in their folly,which 
“ in their bafeneffe they refolued to worthip. 

Tobe fhort, the Wit of People is fo many times 
vnder the truth, and their Care fo much lefle than their 
“ Wit, as itis with them evera leffe fault to doe ine 
sury thantohaue illlucke. — | 

Therefore Noble Lady! cannot aduife you either to 
complaine, or mutiny againit the ftronger ; forthe one 
difcouers inconfiderate weakneffé, the other langui- 
fhing errors : butratheras the vegetable things in the 
wifdome of nature doe, fo aduife your Ladifbip to doe; 
which is draw all your fap, in this Winter of thoughts, 
downe to the root ; and be content towant leaues, till 
the fweet Spring of time, or occafion come to inuite 
them vp againe, For befides that thefe Iuries of Omon 
Opinion will euer when they doe beft looke vpon Law, 
and not Equity ; vpon Cuftome, not on Nature ; 
Strength, &not Right:euen the cleareft humane iudge- 
ments will hardly conceive fo monftroufly of mankind, 
as {hall be fufficient to acquit you, and condemne your 
Husband. The reafon is; becaufe thefe extremities of 
good, or euill will not eafily be beleeued to raigne in 
thefe middlenatures of fleth, and blood : In refpe& 
that G OD hath decreed the Angelsto heauen, the 
Diuels to hell ;. and. left the earth to Man, asa meane 
creation betweene thefe twoextremes. So that hemuft 
bea kinde of Diuell himfelfe, that can eafily beleeue 
there fhould be Diuels raigning within, or amongftvs. 
Befides Afadame! how vncomely it were for you (like 
the Crow) to goe out of your Arke of duty, and difco- 
uer extraordinary Seas of vanity in your Husband, ithe 
Lawes of Honour will tellyou. Let God the fearcher of 
hearts,and Time the difconerer of faults, moue thofe links 
of fhame, and punifhment,whereto our errors are tyed; 
and let it be enough for you hence-forwards not tow or- 
thip Idols, who haze eyes that fee-not, and eares that heave 
not. For,as they fay,when euery particular dies, he we 
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his owne doome , though the general 





. o : | Doomef-day bee to 
come:fo may I fay;that whatfoeuer your husband hath 
to all the world elfe,he hath neither life, loue nor fenfe 
toyou. Therefore fince Power lies in him; Defire 
and Dutie in you ; pay your tribute,doe your homage, 
and make your reward tobee the feeret peace of well- 
doing ; cutting off all other thoughts of reft by him, 
who not hauing of it in himfelfe, cannot poffibly be- 
ftow it vpon others. For by that meanes your Honour 
will bee fafely guarded from thefe muddy vifions of 
Hope,which (as I faid) is one chiefe pillar of incroa- 
ching Power; and in which the fooles of the world, 
fleeping away their liberties, doe vainely make Au- 
thority theirheires. | | 

Now that we haue fhaken our hopes,the next chiefe 
engine of power is terrer; abreath which feemeth to 
pierce neerer,and not to leaue vs fafe or free within our 
felues. Becaufe it hath flanderat commandement, 
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fpies, accufers,violence,and oppreffion; which fooles - 


vriderftand not, and bafe men giue ouer-much reue- 
rence vnto. Againft thefeIcan onely fay this; that 
they bethe fires in whofe heat Worthinefle is re-puri- 
fied ; and by whofe light the glories of it are fartheft 
feene. So as for thefe violences of temptations, I 
erfwade you to make lob your example ; a type whom 
God gaue the Diuel leaue to perfecute in his goods,his 
children,and in his perfon with fuch infirmities of body, 
as had both paine , andlothfomeneffeinthem. And 
marke againe in the fame afflited Job,in whom the ex. 
cellentwifedome of conftancy is figured ; hee neither 
did facrifice to his euill Angell nor ftudied amends, or 
reliefe at the hands of his tempter,but walled his fleth 
with patience, and his confciencewith zunocencie: lea- 
uing to the Diuell that whichwas his, I meane his 
body, and fortune, fubiec&tby dams difcreation to 
the Prince of fenfualiry. And what, fmall power the 
Princes of this world haue ouer the refolutions of 
Faith, Honour, or Nature , examine (if it pleafe you ) 
by thofe paines, which your felues fuffer for children, 
; 4 a hereticks 
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hereticks for opinion, pride for fame, feare for feares 
wherein the tod makes tne child endure the corrofiue. 
Soasthe vnmeafurable meafures of thefe things haue 
fome refemblance with the infinite, yet mercifull word 
of God, wherein the Lambes may fafely made, while the 
vafte bodies of the Elephants thall be drowned. Beleeug 
therefore with the wife, thar betweene mifty obiets, 
and more mifty fenfes, many things doe rather terrifie, 
than oppreffe , and fo force fraile mankinde often to 
Jabous more in opinion,than inthings. Togoe farther 
in this example of Job , you may remember, that itwas 
his Wife that bade him, Curfe God, and dyes inher fexe 
the Scripture exprefling weakenefle ; and in weakneffe, 
the boafts of rage, and childith violences of paffion: 
yetdid Ib refufe the Counfell, but not the Wife: The 
“* way of righteoufneffe being to hate the wices, and not 
“ the perfons left contrary to the duties of Charity,and 
“© Affinity, we fhould make our felues awarre with all 
“*- flefh. t 
_ Now, todeale more particularly with this threat- 
ning power; there are but three wayes inwhich it can 
be heavy vnto you. Ill dealing with your eife + a hard 
hand vpon your children: os feparation. For your chil- 
dren; remember the Image of Cecropia : inwhofe nar- 
row, and vnlouing nature, there is yet expreffed an vn- 
meafurable, and bewitched loue of herowne. Befides, 
the rule is vniuerfall, that where there is no worth within, 
merits (like Cyphers) fland for nothing : becaufe it muft be 
a fpark that can be made a fire with blowing. Reft ther- 
fore your religious, and motherly care in this, neither 
vpon merit, nor demerit, but onelyvpon his /elfe-loze, 
which is fuch an vnfeparable knot betweene frailty and 
fer owne, .as it is impoffible either to adde, or fub- 
ftra& any thing from it. And be confident, that while 
your Husband remaines fubie@ to his felfe-affeGtions, 
there will euer be partiality enough within him,to keep 
his children ‘afe from difinheriting. — 
For your felfe: if in your eftate he reftraine yous firft, 
confider you haue loft his loue, a thing farre more pre- 
tiou 
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tious to your mind ( Iknow ) than his fortune can be. 
And you haue loftwithall the experience of that loffe, 
if you hauenot learntby it , to beare the reft. mote 
eafily. Befides,it is defire that makes vs poore,orrich 5 {0 
as where you cannot feele neceflity, the meafure of e- 
nough,or too little,is in your owne moderation ; and 
in this accotding to the old prouerbe; We body hurt, 
but by their owne exceffe. Againe, ofall the 4poflles, re- 
member who it was that caried the pure; and whether 
the etrour bee a deftiny to the Office,or Officer ; it is 
Childifh tocomplaine, and Madnefle to ftriuewith 
Difaduantage. | 

But perchance this eredulous felfe-pittie (which e- 
uer makes Opinion mote,or leffe than the Truth) may 
perfwade you, that thefe imprifonments of fortune 
doe really beck imprifon Honour,and Nature, Wher- 
in (for anfwere ) be pleafed toconfider; that there is 
** none fo poore, butihee may haue liberall thoughts; 
of wifedomeas much vie as of the Elements: For thee 
is patience in Misfortune, and moderation ingood : Chaftitie 
needes no purple to become it felfe : and as for Dewoti- 
on; Princes canneithercommand, norforbidit. Be- 
fides , afHiGtion is rather a fparre than a bridle to that 
vertue; our flefh being like a Toppe which only. goes vp- 
right with whipping. Laftly, pleafureit felfe is not ba- 
nifhed out of bondage; fince there may be peace within, 
and Famewithout, tothe fincere confcience : Sothat the 
error is onely mans, inhis not feeking reft in that for- 
tune vnder which hee liues; but in Change, which is 
ever in the powerof others. To prouethis, letvs goe 
a little further, and examine of how many complexi- 
ons this pleafure is; fome finde it inl/abour , others in 
eafe; {ome in women,others in bookes,8cc. So as there 
being no truth, but opinion in it; fortune can haue no 
aduantage of thofe excellent tempered natures , that 
when they may not chufe delights,can yet make them 
tothemfelues. Andwho foarte notindifferent to this 
indifferent humour, are but like little children , that crie 
when their parents, or fellowes take their toyes from 
Qq them. 
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them. Yea, fo fubie is our life tothe oppreffions of 
Power,Chance,andnegligence,as the pradtife of times 
will fhew; that heewho cannot endure to /ofe,ean much 
more more hardly endure to line, >. 

Of feparation,whichis the laft,I wil beftow few words; 
becaufe Iam wel acquainted with your goodnefle,and 
feuere lawes ouer your felfe.Befides,I know your Huf- 
bands nature, which is rather weakely. than ftrongly 
euill, full of refpeds, defires , feares; . iealous, 
and careleffe ; fa@ious, and vnrefolute; rather incli- 
ning to Craft,than Violence. What bee the counfels 
of fuch natures > Whifpering , murmurs,confpiracy in 
fpeech,flander, fweare,and breake ; loath,and keepe; 
difpraifeand loue; a tyrant (inwords) valiant ouera 
Wife. And from thence all the harme, onely a threat- 
ning of thofe excellent humours in you, which vnac- 
quainted with the degrees of euill ; while you thinke 
himworfe than hee is, are,-amazed ; and. when you 
hope for better, wounded with being deceiued in 
him. But learne to know for your owne eafe, that _ 
enery man, though heewould, yet cannot become excel- 
lently evill at once, fince both weeds , and herbs are more, 
or leffe perfe@ intheirkindes , according to the tem- 
per of earth , and ayre, wherein they grow. So that 
your Ladifbip may bee affured it is vnpoffible for his 
hollow, and wauing minde to goe ouer the fhame,and 
oppofition of the World. the fwarme, and faction 
of Wiues ; thecourageand credit of your priuate 
Friends ; and the cuftomes of England, to a diuorce,; 
though you were as ilfas he would haue you : much 
leffe hauing awell-gouerned Innocency, with all thefe 
other humane guards, to breake thorough.

in your paffage, to which allthofe neceffities, and 
misfortunes areno other kindes of lets, thanraine,or 
| flormes 


i F you therefore ftand firme againft the temptations 
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fiormes vpon the land be, which cannot ftay refolucd 


paflengers, though.it moyle their clothes, and make 
their way flippery. Thisend is, tohauethehenour of 
being an excellent wife: in which womanlike ambition, 
the principallaGior is Obedience; anattribute from in- 
ferios to fuperior duties. I fpeake not of loze,ftnce that 
wonderfull affection muft be ftirr'd eitherby extraordi- 
nary worth, or by a naturall fympathy of love agaiite ; 
both which obieéts I thinke your eftate in your Hus- 
band. to be very barren‘of, and therefore aduife youto 
nothing vnneceflary, or vnpoffible, To fatishe our 
felues that Obedience isneceflary, let vs againe examine 
the narure of Authority: ‘and we fhall finde it to bee, 
A commanding power, that hath relation to the obedience of in- 
feriors. And then if weconfider from what root it fprin- 
geth,we hall find it to be,out of nature in fome things) 
in others from a lauifh giuing away of our owne liber: 
ties, Thirdly, that prefeription, which binds equals; 
{till gives fuperiors an'increafe‘of freedome, Fourthly, 
that cuftome priuiledgeth himouts aboue nature, fo as 
time muft pull downe that which aduantage, and time 
hath eftablifhed, Out’of which particulars I thinke 
we may conclude Obedience to be neceflary ; and that 
“ they who ftriue to remoue the vnremoueablerockes 
*¢ with chaines draw themfelues to the rockes; butnot 
the rockes to them. Neither inthis queftion is the dif- 
ference betweene fapreme, or meane authority material} 
norwhat diuerfe foundations they haué s. fince it falls 
out in Power, asitdoth in Knowledge ; that who is'any 
thing at all, is allthe world abone vs. Therefore Afadame | 
be pleas‘d to weigh what folly itis fora Subie& vnder 
a Prince, ora Wife vnder the yoke ofa Husband, to 
ftriue alone with the {trong corpotation of Power: 
Since in Obedience we ‘need ouercothe but one (our 
felfe I meane)where in thefé other contenticns,we muft 
ferue many Matters, worfhip Equals, flatter Iniferiours, 
and truft in Strangers : that courfe being (as I haue 
fhewed) fubieé befides to treachery, ignorance,and in- 
conitancy of inftrumentsi; together with Mifchance; 
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which hath greateft rule inall thefe vnruled hazards. 
The fearefull examples of thofe men that haue walked 
this icie path, and been vnfortunate, by dif proportion 
betweene their natures, places, and times they liu’d in, 
are innumerable. Setanus vnder Tiberius, the Duke of 
Guifevnder Henry of France, many of our Dukes, and 
Barons vader our owne Kings, in that falfe fiage ofour 
Barons warres. All which I thortly lay before you, be- 
caufe your eftate is (as I faid) fuch a modeli of Sub. 
iets eftates vader Princes, as mans little worldis of the 
great ; differing onely in more, or leffe. 

That Obedience is iuft, the Cuftomesof Nations,and 
‘Lawes of Nature will affure you; who giue the mighti- 
er, Preeminence, and the ftronger, Rule. Againe,thofe 
excefles which arife our of Authority, are they not ei- 
ther rods of trials which we inferiors muft kiffe, and that 
God onely may burne, which made them ; or elfe miffs 
of matinous {ife:towe, which deceiue, and make manag 
well mifunderftand his difeafes.as their remedies 2 And 
fo by mifplacing equality, and inequality, at once ru. 
ine both publikeand priuate fecurity. Thefe be indeed 
Meteors, that encourage man to vndermine Gouerne. 
ment, examine Soueraignity, ‘and meafurethe Arcana 
ofall Eftates by the crooked line of ourowne Opini- 
ons. Now Adadame! If you pleafe to apply this to your 
felfe, ithath this inftru@ion init; that ifbecaufe you 
are vnequall, and haue aduantage of your Husband in 
loue, chaftity, piety, and fincereneffe, you will thinke 
your felfe equal! with him in liberty,wealth, and pow- 
er ; whereof fome are proper by nature to his fexe, asa 
Man; fome by ordinance vnto his perfon,as a Husband, 
you fhall erre in confufion of merit, while you doe not 
diftinguith vertue from vertue, right fromright ; but 
out of felfe-loues counfels, ftriue to haue equality in 
one become an equality inall. In which falfe path, the 
3ron pot doth often meet with the earthen; and then you 
_ know whichis broken. Befides agidame! inthefe con- 
tentions betweene crafty ftrength, and well-beleeuin : 
weakenefle, {pies muft be maintain'd,and rumours paid 
| to 
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to the watching oferrors, and vncouering of fhame in 
your owne neft; which quire of foule fpirits, if the In- 
feriours be fo foolifh toconiure vp; the Superiours will 
euer take aduantage by; authority giving authority to vn- 
truths s {o that al) ftrifes with Superiours muft needs 
proue idle, wherewe cannot ; and vnnoble, where we may 
not either ftand, orleaué with the profperity of Honor. 
Therefore, let vs conclude, that zece([tty is the Law of times 
and confequently whatfoeuer is 7#fto be onely,and re- 
ally wife. sy [a bo 
If you defire anexample of this Obedience, which I 
vrge youto; Itmay pleafe you, in that arch-ftory of 
loue, to read the licentious affe@ion of Axtonie toward 
Cleopatra, VVhere you fhall fee, that if his vertuous 
wife OSayia had ftriuen to mafter his diffolurenefle ; 
Anguftus was her Brother , and his Competitor inthe 
Empire, whereby Right, and:Strength, might with 
fome. poffibility hane lifted vp her ambition, and re- 
uenge from the barren groundsof Duty. If fhee had 
ftriuen to pleafe himwith change, whom fhe could not 
keepe from it , the pride of Roesme did then minifter va- 
riety of delights, and:the feruile inftruments of Time, 
and Greatneffe, would foone haue had an eye totheir 
Gaine; and her Fortune. If fhe would haue rowled the 
{tone of Syfipbys, atid ftudied with merit to call backe 
his loue; fhe was as yong, equall in beauty, ftronger in 
honour; but euer thefame, which (fheknew) wasnot 
{0 pleafing to him, asthe fame in others. Befides, the 
had the colour of Eftate to enammell all reuenges vp- 
on his vngratefulneffe.. Notwithftanding this worthy 
Lady would neuer yeeld to aduenture her Honour vpon 
the dice of Chance,nor vainly feeke to haue power ouer 
him, that had none ouer himfelfe ; but diuiding her 
innocency from his errors with the middle wall of a 
feuere life, fhe remained ftill his good Angell with O@a- 
wius, temper'd publike iealoufies, and alladuantages

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courfe of moderation, thee neither made the World 
her Iudge, nor the Market her Theater,but contented 
her {weet minde with the triumphs of Patience, and 
made folitarineffe the tombe of her Fame: which 
Fame, as truetoher Worth, and enuious to his Lat 
ciuioufneffe, hath multiplied her Honour > and his 
Shame, to liue (as you fee) many ages after them 
both. | | x4 
_ Where, if on the other fide fhe had, with her firft 
thoughts, defcended into the counfells of impatiency, 
pleaded diftreffe in teares , and wrongs in complaint ; 
who fees not that the had therein not onely loft Great- 
nefle of reputation, the true fhadow of great hearts s but 
ftirred vp Murmur, which handles al! things,but either 
neuer concludes any, or at leaft concludes in the wort 
art? And fo perchance , by ouer-a cing, might haue 
Leaubhs her right, and his etrors into an equall bal- 
tance. “ For itis moft true,that exorbitancies of Paf. 
** fons doe many times (like Players vpon flagés) te- 
“ prefent the office of a King, in the perfon of abeg- 
Ser. Aristides conftancie, with the weakéneffe of Phi- 
tautus sand the refolute courage of Turnms ; with the 
cowardife of Nisias, acting that which theyare not ; 
and coniequently,either out of felt,or adopted impref- 
fions , vainely ftriuing to deny. Chance her Tributés : 
Error her Changes ; and Tyranny her Iniuftiée : fall 
fuddenly. into that kind of weakeneffe, which vnder 
Power mutt be forced to endure many ftormes, and 
burdens ; becaufe it could not enduté the petty, and 
incident paflages of life. Therefore good Madame * 
Since I haue fhewed you by reafon, that Obedience is 
iuft, and neceflary ; by exam ple that it is poffible ; ‘be 
not reftiue in their weake ftubburnneffe ; that willei- 
ther keepe,ot lofe all : but thinke what folly it were fora 
man, in the naturall decaies of age, not to goe becaufe 
hee cannot runne: and beleeue that it will proue the 
like kind of headineffe ina Wife, to forfake herfelfe, 
for his ill that hath already forfakenher.

Out of thefe peircing 
grounds, fhee neither forfakes herends, nor takes vp- 
on her that danguifbing defpaire, which made the firft 
Monke, nor that earneftneffe of rage, which is euer re- 
uenged of itfelfe- but where ftrength of Credit fai- 
led, thee there vfeth the traffique of Wit ; obferuing, 
his humours , and their changes ; learning out of 
them fo totemper, and allay one thought with ano- 
ther, now bearing, now vrging , that (as thofe graue 
Authors afirme) Carthage was long keptvp by Luzo’s in- 
duftry, indefpite of Venu her. conftant ambition. to 
build Rome vpon the ruines of it: which proues, that 
no man being made all of louc, they haue not loft 
BATS IRRE LOE eee ee aot!

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all, that haue (how vnhappily foeuer) loft it. The att’ 
wherewith fhe thus wrought Iupiter, lay vndifelos’d ; 
as the faults of Power do; (eife-lone couering them with- 
in, and flattery without : vnder which two veyles the 
will of Supreme Authority is many times ftolen away : 
andthe Lions skinne become the Foxes priniledge > The 
Agents going ftill vnpunifhed, becaufe it is not ftéa. 
“ ling, but ftealing ill, which Husbands as wellas Prin- 
“ces take offence at. | | 

. Therefore woble Lady! asthe firaight line fhewes both 
it felfe, and the crooked? fo doth an upright courfe of life; 


_ yeeld all true wayes of aduantage, and by maftering our 


owne affeions, anatomizeth all inferior paffions, ma- 
king knowne thediftin@ branches out of which the 
higher powers of kindneffe,refpe@,and admiration doe 
arife. A Afappe, wherein we may by the famewifdome 
of Moderation,choofe for our felues that which is leaft 
in the power of others. Befides, it plainely difcouers 2 
that Lealoufieacknowledgeth aduantage of worth, and 
fo becomes the triumph of Libertines. that Griefe is the 
punifhment of wrong, or right ill vfed , Curiofity ever 
returnes ill newes ; dager how great foeuer it feemes, 
is but a little humour, {pringing from opinionof Con- 
tempt ; hercaufes leffe than vices, and fo not worthy to 
be loued, or hated; but viewed, as liuely images to 
fhew the flrengeh, and yet frailey of all paffions : which 
Paffions being but difeafes of the minde, doe fo difeafe-like 
thirftafter falfe remedies, and deceiuing vifions ; as 
the weake become terrified with thofe glow-worm lights; 
out of which wife Subie@s often fafhion arts to g0- 
uerne abfolute Monarchsby. For a¢adame! as nourifh- 
ment which feeds, and maintaines our Life, is yet the 
perfect pledge of our Mortality : foare thefe light-mo- 
wed Paffions true, and affured notes of little natures, 
placed in what great Eftates foeuer. Befides, by this 
practifle of Obedience, there grow many more commodi- 
ties. Since firft, there is no loffe in duty , foas you 
nauftat the leaft winne of your fleth by it, and either 
make it eafie for yaute become vafortunate, or at ae 

nde 
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finde aneafie, and honourable paflage out of her intri- 
catelines,andcircles, Againe, if itbe true,which the 
Philofopbers hold , that vertves and vices, difagreeing in 
all things elfe, yet agree inthis ; that where thereis one in 
effe, in pofle there are all: then cannot any excellent 
Faculty of the Minde be alone, but itmuft needs haue 
Wifdome, Patience, Piety, and all other enemies of 
Chance to accompany it ; as againft, atid among {tall 
ftarmes, a calmed, and calming Agens adepta. 
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%| mountaine, vnto which no panting defire can 
| afcend, but thoughts of long breath, I fay, if 
it pleafe you to paufe, and make your profpect backe~ 
ward, ouer the courfes we haue paft, which are, the lm- 
pofitbiliry to amehd, Danger to mafter, Cafualty to 
leafe . then our merall,and that of the Worlds we liue 
ins laftly, the iaftice, neceffity, and commodities of O- 
bedience : You fhall fee the proportions betweene one 
Excellency, and all other are fuch ; and the lets vnto 
“ them of fuch affinity , ashe that hath ouercome, or 
profited in any, is in an eafie way to more perfeCtion 
inthemvall. Out of which grounds sfadame! froma 
good Wife to anexcellent creature, the trauaile muft 
needs proue pleafant, and familiar. Yet becaufethey 
that reft in Fame, ot Fertue, keepe not the eftate they 
were in,but decline; let vs from this humble pinacle caft 
our eyes before our feet, and looke tothe even, or vn- 
euenneffe of this well-fhadowed path, we are to paffe 
thorough. Wherein our firft profpe& mutt be ouer 
our owne natutes, examining our ftrengths, and weake- 
gefies ; with our defires, and ends; then the particular 
differences, and contrarieties of other mens humours, 
which (as infruments inthe werkmans hands)mutt proue 
helpes, or hindrances, according tothe Art, or Igno- 
tance of thofe that vfe them. In the confideration of 
which, we fhall finde fome fpirits narrow, and st, 
Rr all 
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N Ow worthy Lady! If you pleafe from this humble 
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@]! vpon one wheele,others vpon many + Divers pleas‘d 
¢ like children) with little things ; while the greaterbo- 
dies muft haue greater mindes to mouethem : fome 
(like Heraclitus) bewailingthe World with the teares 
bf Selfe-pittie: others ( like Democritus ) touially 
laughing at griefes , afflictions; rather with an eafinefle 
of nature than any ftrength of worth, or counfell : 
Chance the end of many, and Change of more stoge- 
ther with the libertine, or feruile effects af toa many, 
or too few diftinGions , or refpecs in our morall liues. 
To be fhort ; in the whole view of Mankinde,you fhall 
obferue onely fuch nice diuifion, and differences, as 
there are in the kingdome of beajts ; where fome are ra:

Out of which diuerfitie of Na- 
tures, and Affections , wee may gather againe, that 
euen thofe Misfortunes,or Affi ions, which be diea- 
fes to fome ; vnto others healgh,or cure: Error, and Of- 
fence in the mindes of men comming fromasdiuerfe 
caufes , as imperfettions doe in the fae either by toe 
much uniting or difperfing the beames. So that many 
thay fay as truely with comfort ,  Iniurie often makes 
way for better fortune, as others may with griefesvbas

In which myfticall 
worke, the fine mixture of. Grace, and Nature toge- 
ther, makes it more eafie.to mend our ertonts:, than be- 
fore it was to coner them; and confequently our. fleth as 
capable to receiue the immortality of g0ad, as it was to 
run head-long vnder the eternall curfe Of sinne. Againe, 
fince it is flefh onely that receives, |immortality: of 
Good, or Euill; & vpon the fame fleth nosheauiertaxlaid 
in thefe worthier courfes than you.were charged with 
before ; Imeanea refolution to turne all things with- 
in, and without you to the beft:.2woble Lady! eather 
your powers together; and know that where, inthe for- 
mer imprifonment of Thoughts: Reafon, Wrong; 
and Occafion wereall kept fubie@ to.an onertender 
affeGtion in our felues; they fhall in this bee fer at Li- 
bertie, and {pread as farre asthe limits of Nature ,or 
Grace, can poflibly be extended... Befides, inall the 
courfe of Choice, os Change, whofoeuer will but 
compare what. aduantage the ftreneth of one Afouer 
hath over another,he fhal fee all hardnefle,andinequa- 
litie inthe wayes to bee reconciled inthe force, and 
preeminence of the Mowers : fovas pleajure hauing a 
weake entrance,and an eafie Adamant ; Honor, acrabbed~ 
firft ftep,but an ommipotent obie& ; the light goes as eafie 
upward, as the heawy,downe. | 
To beginne therefore with the firft, which is the win- 
ning of one; thereis in that courfe required neither exad 
Vertue,nor Vice; but a happy temper inboth,to a nim- 
ble vfe of either. Here yeelding, foothing, feruing 
muft be our facrifices; humours, our ftudy; and wee 
bound (like shadowes) neither to be fhorter,nor longer; 
than befitteth thofe bodies we refolue to worfhip : fo as 
the moft faitiow f{pirits, are often the moft fortunate in

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thete ‘courfes, Foras in Coynes it is the fampe, not the 
smetall that goes currant; that which is gold here, going 
perchance cuery where elfe but as copper, fo doe the vn. 
worthy choices of fanour often make Natures méaneft 
Creations pafle for fuperlatiue. Nay more, if by the 
influence of agood Deftinie} wee chance to honour 2 
worthy man; yet fhall weebut take o”, and not take jz 
Worth by that traffique: “ and thenhow ¢an they 
“truly merit, chat doewell for any tefpe@ , but good- 
“ neffe it felfe 2 This was it, that made the piercing 
Judgements of times paft, note a difference betweene 
the affability of Scipio, and Cefir. it being artificialf 
in this to his end, and in the other a natural fiveetnefle 
of bowels; inthe one an art of Ambition, inthe other 
nobleneffe, and ingenuity. Whereby wee may conclude ; 
“ that it is no great inriching of mans Nature to bring 
© forth pleafing fruits to one Land-Lord, how fantatti. 
 call.or imperious foeuer. Befides,thele humour-bun- 
ters onely mafter thofe affe@ions of minde, which ate 
not honourable in the large extents of Truth,but in the 
harrow limits of Opinion ; and thereby fometimes 
make vs creatures to our Equals: fetuants #6 Vawor- 
thineffe ; leffe than our felues, by feeking to wihne a 
man perchance worfe than our felues ; rather impro- 
uing Craft,than Wifedome; Seruitude, than Honour. 
In all which,true Worth muft neceflarily fuffer allay, 
as being changed from generall approuings to parti- 
cular ; and thereby forced to imprifon Natufe within 
Aynicipall, and feruile Humours,or Contftitutions. 
_ The fecond part, which is the winning of the orld, 
hath many,& large refpeéts in it : fince'therein out me- 
diatot miftbe Fame, a {pirit neuer entreated , but com- 
mandedvps our ftudy Honour, as a pledge which tlie 
world doth truft, and beleeue in ; Afagnanimitie mult 
bee our Scepter;wherein the Equall finde firength, and 
the Inferiour prorettion  Liberalitie, that all defires may 
hope; Jaitice which diftinguitheth right from eftate, 
crperfons ; Adercy, that frailty may not defpaire with 
juch like great ftrengths of minde, as are vniverfally 
currant 
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currant and, doe giue euidence to the World that wee 
defpife thofe pettie things; which the reft doe won- 
derat; and by affecting the generall loue of all men, 
bring forth that which allmenloucinvs. . Befides, 
the end is more noble to winne Reuerence, than to yeeld 
it ; to create, than pay tributes the powers of the mind, 
that are vied more ftrong,asdoing, and not futfering 
affections ; the proportion of themeanes larger, and 
of more difficulty, requiring better formes) perfecter 
health, and greater ftrengths : becaufe in our exds, we 
embrace the ends of all men; and thereby are aduanced 
without preiudice,or difcontent to.any. . Hence; from 
Equalities of Nature, grew-vp all Effates. of Superiority 
this is that ferwing of the Multitude, which commands 
them.; this is to be leaft, and greateft’. one, andrule 
many : yea, euen this 1s that greas'_Art, which hath evet 
flourifhed in the braueft {pirits., and moft flourifhing 
Ages ; and which being forgotten by the coriuption} 
or viciflitude of times (as themoft excellent Sciences 
haue beene)is growne ftrange among men ; and which 
being but renewed in hew, the vaine World (made to 
bee deceiued ) willwithout fufpition embrace; asa 
liuely pi@tureof her ancient Pompe,and Greatneffe. 
Againe, fince the nature of the Afultitude is not vn- 
like the Earth ; which (not made for it felfe ) while it 
lies common brings forth nothing toenrich, but con- 
ceales many treafuresvnder hetskinne, and bowels ; 
and on.the other fide, moued,. or manured, yeelds re- 
ward for his paines that husbands her’: fince (I fay ). 
thefe two being paralelld ,; euen as the firft authors 
in all Innouations, while their mend not , but change 
the complexion of Paffions, {hall findaudacity in vn- 
dertaking the hardeftof their worke , as being forced 
to bee prefidents to themfelues : foagaine, the confe- 
quence muft of neceffitie proue faire , and eafie, in re- 
{fpe& that noueltie is eueras welcome; as fearefull ° 
andthe whole flocke apt to follow the firft fheepe : In 


which vndertaking to becomeanexample ; hath fome 


thing in it worthy of aduenture. Therefore, if you 
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compare the winning of one,and the world together; 
you fhall finde the world excétds one both in number, 
weight and meafure ; and then as our Englifh prouerbe 
faith, The more coft,the more worlbip. |

fell ofa Friend : Not to {pend your fj pirits,and the pre- 
tious time of your erauaile, ina captions preiudice, and 
cenfuring of all things, nor in an infeGious colle&ion 
of bale vices and fafbions of Men and W omen, and gene- 
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rall corruptions of thefe times ; whichwill bee of vfe 
onely among, Humorifts for iefts and table-talke: but 
rather ftraine your wits | and induftry foundly to in- 
ftrua your felfe in all things betweene heauen and 
earth which may tend to Vertue, wifedome , and Ho- 
nour, andwhich may make your life more Profitable to 
your Countrey, and yout felfe more Comfortable to your 
Briends and acceptable to God. | 
Andtoconclude: let all thefe riches bee treafured 
vp not onely in your Memory, (where time may leffen 
your ftocke)but rather in good Writings, and Bookes 
of accompt; which will keepe them fafe for your vfe 
hereafter, And if in this time of your liberall traf 
fique,you will giue me any aduertifementof your com- 
modities inthefekindes, Iwill make you as liberalla 
returne from my felfeand your friends, here as I fhall 
beeable. Andfo commending all your good endea-
